This was a motion denying the Courts 
jurisdiction. 

The clerk said the paper was: sent 
back to Ottofy because it was drawn in 
terms which were offensive to the 
Court, one of its assertions being thet 
the members of the Court had violated 
their oath of fice in advancing the 
appeal on the docket. 

After the case had been thrown out 
Ottofy today appeared in person before 
the Supreme Court and asked: Chief 
Justice Graves to grant a writ of error 
so that he might carry his appeal to the 
The Chief 
Justice informed him that his verbal 
request was irregular and that he must 
prepare an abstract of errors to show 
that a constitutional point is involved. 
Until that is done his motion cannot be 
considered.

PASSENGER RATE CASE 
HEARING INU. S. COURT 


Commerce Commission’s Action 
to End Discrimination Against 
St. Louis Argued. 


When the suit of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to compel railroads 
to discontinue discriminatory rates 
against St. Louis on Illinois passenger 
busines was called in the Federal Court 
today, with Circuit Judge Hook and 
District Judges Munger and Dyer sit- 
ting, Judge Hook took the position that 
three Judges were not necessary. He 
stated that in suits brought by rall- 
road companies to test orders of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission three 
Judges were necessary, but that they 
were not required when the situation 
was reversed. 

Former Gov. Folk, counsel of the: 
commission, and Silas Strawn, attorney 
for the Chicago & Alton rallroad, took 
art in the discussion, Strawn contend- 
ing that three Judges were required. 

The order which the suit is intended 
to enforce was issued in October and 
required the railroads to carry passén- 
gers from St. Louis to Illinois points at 
2.4 cents a mile. 

The judges took the point under ad- 
visement and Folk began his statement. 
He called attention to the fact that the 
railroads, complying with the order of 
the commission, could urge such com- 
pliatrce against efforts of the State au- 
thorities to compel a reduction to 2 
cents a mile.

Dr. Helfferich Says 1,000,000 Tons of 
British Shipping Was Sunk in 
Two Months. 
AMSTERDAM, April 30.—In the first 
two months of unrestricted submarine 
warfare, shipping to the amount of 
more than 1,600,000 tons was sunk by 
the Germans, Dr. Kar! Helfferich, Ger- 
_.m™man Secretary of the Interior, told the 
Reichstag main committee Saturday. 
Asserting that the submarine campaign 
was proving to be a great success, he 

continued: 

“The first month’s results excelled 
the best previous resuits by 2% per cent, 
the second month's by § per cent. Ex- 
act figures cannot be given, but in the 
first two months the freight tonnage 
sunk exceeded 1,600,000, of which more 
than 1,000,000 was British. 


“Perception of economic conditions in 
Engiand is made difficult by the fact 
that the British Government since the 
beginning of unrestricted submarine 
warfare has decided on far-reaching 
statistical concealment. England could 
no longer afford the publicity of the 
earlier period of the war. 

“From our figures one may estimate 
the total tonnage still available for 
British merchant fleet cannot long bear 
sinkings at the present rate. Adequate 
substitutions by new construction are 
impossible, as the British ‘increase in 
ships in 1916, notWithstanding every ef- 
fort, was not sufficient even to replace 
the normal diminution of peace time. 

“The British attempts to re-employ on 
a §Breat scale neutral tonnage will fail, 
as it is in the interest of neutrals to’ 
preserve their fleets for the time when 
peice comes again. Suppose that En- 
giand was deprived of about half of 
neutral ship traffic by the beginning of 
the unrestricted submarine warfare, we 
arrive at the result that arrivals at and 
seilings from English ports as regards 
tonnage must have diminished in the 
fifst months of the U-boat war by one- 
quarter to one-third. The figures of the 
traffic since the beginning of the U- 
buat war represent 40 per cent less than 
the average sailings and arrivals at En- 
giish ports in times of peace. This ef- 
fect is progressively increasing. 


“Ljoyd George justly recognized that 
the question of ships will be decisive 
for the future of British world power 
and that issue of the war." 

After having produced further statis- 
tics and ven deductions tending to 
show that Great Britain's position .is 
reniéiy growing worse, Dr. Helffericb 
continued: “The wooden ships which the 
United States intends to build to save 
Great Britain will, in all probability, 
only come into use when they have 
nething more to save. * * * Great 
Britain’s attempt to alleviate her diffi- 
culties by drastic restrictions in impor- 
tations of the less essential commoud!- 
ties is doomed to failure because, of 
her tota] imports in 1916 of 42,000,000 tons, 
31,000,000 tons consisted of foodstuffs, 
luxuries, wood and iron, and among the 
rest were many things indispvensable in 
war times.”

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RECOMMENDS GRADUAL RAISING 
OF $7,000,000,000 WAR FUND 


Heserve Board Would Offer Banks 
Blocks of Certificates, to Be Re- 
tired Later by Bonds. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board has recommended to 


Secretary McAdoo that. funds to be 
raised. under the $7,000,000,000 war finance 
law be obtained gradually, by offering 
to the banks of the eountry blocks of 
treasury certificates, to be retired later 
with bonds every two weeks. 

Indications are that Secretary McAdoo 
soon will announce the offer of another 
block of certificates. The proceeds 
would be applied to the loans to be 
made to France and Italy, which will 
total from $20,000,000 to $800,000,000. 

The Federal Reserve Board’s sugges- 
tion contemplates that the certificatos 
shall be offered to highest bidders, no 
offer below par being accepted. The 
offer would be open to all banks of the 
country, state and private institutions, 
as well as members of the reserve sys: 
tem and to individuals. ‘ 

Certificates would be convertible into 
bonds or payable in cash at the option 
of the holder. If taken by the banks 
exclusively the certificates could be used 
in lieu of cash in a for bond sub- 
scriptions. 


FRANCE PLEASED AT REGEPTION 
OF HER MISSION IN AMERICA 


Journal Des Debats Says Ties That 
Are Being Consolidated Will En- 
dure for Centuries. 

PARIS, April 3, —‘‘France is profound- 
ly touched by the reception America has 
given the French mission,’ says the 
Journal des Debats. ‘‘The great Ameri- 
can democracy desired to pay homage 
to the heroic virtues which were per- 
haps unsuspected and of which we have 
furnished visible evidence and found all 
the more pleasure in so doing, in that 
we did everything possible to prevent 
this war, in which we find ourselves dae- 
fending civilization.

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ARSENICTRACES IN 
CORNBREAD SERVED 
TO. GAINES: FAMILY 


Physician Who Made Examina- 
tion Says Evidence of Pres- 
ence.of Poison Is Positive 


Positive traces of arsenic were found 
by chemical analysis in the cornbread 
eaten by Mrs. Sara Gaines of Webster 
Groves and her family, according to a 
statement made by Dr. C. L. Arntstrong 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter this after- 
noon when the Coroner's inquest was 
resumed. Mrs. Gaines is dead and her 
husband, mother and five sons were 
stricken, one of the sons being still ina 
critical condition. 

In the testimony taken hy Coroner 
Denny it was stated by Mavie Angelica 
Meiggs, 15 years old, a Peruvian, who is 
a member of the Gaines.fousehold, that 
she mixed cornbread batter for the 
evening meal Friday, and that Sf{rs. 
Gaines poured in some watér; fter 
Which she gave the girl a package and 
told her to take it to the bathroom cabi- 
net. The package was found to contain 
two ounces of arsenic. Before her death 
Mrs. Gaines, who had been released six 
weeks earlier from a sanitarium, fol- 
lowing treatment for a nervous break- 
down, admitted to her husband that she 
had purchased arsenic at a downtown 
St. Louis drug store. 


No Trace Of Ptomoaines, 
Dr. Armstrong, who was aided in mak- 


ing the chemical analysis by Dr. How- 
ard Carter, declared that he found no 
trace of ptomaine in the cornbread. The 
meal consisted of cornbread and sat- 
sage, the latter taken from a can. None 
of the cooked sausage remained, for 
that not eaten by the family was fed 
to the dog. It also became sick, but 
Dr. Armstrong did not know whether the 
animal had eaten any of the cornbread 
The raw sausage remaining in the can 
showed no trace of arsenic. 

Dr. Armstrong explained that one rea- 
son only Mrs. Gaines succumbed may 
have been that the arsenic put into the 
Combined’ batter was not thoroughly 
nrixed, with the result that she ate a 
considerable quantity of the poison while 
the others escaped with small dose:. 
He said that two grains of arsenic or- 
dinarily was fatal, and that it was for- 
tunate a iarger quantity was not stirred 
into the batter. There still remained 
about 20 grains in the package. .

Marshal Says Early Unfurling of Stars and Stripes 
on Battlefield Is What Germany Dreads

WASHINGTON, April 30.—State De- 
partment officials made it plain today 
that the department took no part what- 
ever in the expurgation of portions of 
Marshal Joffre’s statement yesterday 
on the participation of American troops 
on the battlefields of France. They 
stated that any changes in the prepared 
statement as read py Marsha! Joffre, 
when later given out to the nswapapers, 
had been made by the French mission 
on its own initiative, and that the State 
Department's only part in issuing the 
reviged statement was to place its facili- 
ties of distribution at the disposal of the 
French missiqn. 

The State Department ues this offi- 
cial statement: 

“There is absolutely no nei fn the in- 
timation appearing in the press that the 
remarks of Marshal Joffre yesterday 
were censored, expurgated or altered by 
the Department of State or by anyone 
gave the French commission.”’ 


Joffre Talks to Correspondents. 
A aogier Joffre yesterday consented 
meet correspondents to ex: 
it satisfaction of the Fren¢éh army 
at the prospect of peholding American 
troops on the soll of France in the near 
future. Characteristically frank but un- 
usually loquacious, the Marshal talked 
for more than an hour through inter- 
preters.. He made no attempt to with- 
hold from them his firm conviction that 
the sooner American soldiers begin to 
arrive jn the zone of the armies on the 
western front the better both rcr France 
and for the United States. 

Marsha! Joffre went into considerable 
detail in telling why American con- 
tingents should cross the ocean with the 
least possible delay and receive a large 
part of their training in his own coun- 
try. 

Before engaging in tne infogmal dis- 
cussion referred to, Marshal Joffre de- 
livered a message prepared in advance. 
The transiation in English was then 
read by Lieut. de Tessan, the Marshal’s 
aide de camp. Copies of the message 
subsequently handed out through the 
State Department as containing the of- 
ficial text differed somewhat from the 
original in that references to the speedy 
arrival of American troops in France 
were toned down or eliminated. 


. Meeta Correspondents. 

The newspaper men were ushered into 
a large, gray-walled reception room, in 
the center of which was g broad council 
table. The correspondents, among them 
several women, filled one entire side of 
the room. Emile Hovelacque, general 
counselor of the mission, addressed them 
briefly, concluding by saying: 

“And now, gentlemen, you shall see 
Gen. Joffre. He will read you a state- 
ment and then you may ask himeques- 
tions.’’ 

A door at the end of the room farthest 
from the correspondents opened and ths 
rMarshal walked in, accompanied by 
Lieuterant-Colone!l Jean Fabry. -“‘the 
blue devil of France,’ his chief of staff, 
and other officers of the commission. 

The famous soldier, wearing his uni- 
form—a blue jacket, brilliant red 
trousers and leather puttees—took a posi- 
tion at the head of the council table, 
while his callers ¢rowded nearer and 
began to file by. As each approached 
he spoke his name and the name of the 
newspaper he represented. It was re- 
peated to the Marshal in French, there 
was a clasping of hands, and, in the 
case of those correspondents who apok+ 
French, @ word or two of greeting. 

Then the Marsha! took from his pocket 
two typewritten sheets of paper and be- 
gan, in French. He bowed his head a 
little as he Tread, holding the paper 
where the light from a window behind 
him could strike it best. His voice was 
even and soft, yet such was its quality 
that persons standing in the far corner 
of the room were able to hear every 
word. American and French officers 
stood just behind him at attention. 

When the Marshal concluded, the cor- 
respondents applauded and he smiled. 
The military aid read an English ver- 
sion which he explained was hurriedly 
made and imperfect. 

As the last word was read and the 
non-French speaking correspondents 
realized the importance of the Marshal's 
remarks, there was @ burst of applauss 
then cheers—cheers so loud that they 
reached the ears of a crowd of men and 
women waiting outside the grounds to 
catch a glimpse of the French hero ag 
he started for Mount Vernon. 

An American sentry pacing up and 
down outside the room lowered his gun 
and discreetly peered in through the 
window just as the gray-halred soldier 
of France, enthusiastically showing hin 
appreciation, was cheered again even 
louder than before. 


Transis tiea—_of Statement. 

The transiation of Marshal Joffre's 
formal statement issued through the 
State Department follows: 

"The very cordial welcome given me 
by the city of Washington and the ex- 
pressions of sympathy which reached 
me from states and cities throughou: 
the United States have moved me deep- 
ly, since they are a homage paid to the 
whole French army, which I represen: 
here. 

“The heroism and resolution of the 
soldiers of France, indeed, deserve the 
all affection the United States has shown 
them. After having in a supreme effort 
defeated and thrown back a barbarous 
enemy, the French army has untifringiy 
labored to increase and perfect its effi- 
ciency. And now, in the third year of 
the war, it is attacking the enemy with 
greater vigor and matenal force than 
ever befere.. 

“Bide by side with it and animated by 
no less heroic spirit stands the Brit- 
iah army. whose formation and develop- 
ment will ever remain the admiration 
ot the world. The Germans heave real- 
ized its wonderful growth. Every éen- 
counter hag made them féel the inoreas- 
ing menace of ite atrength. The con- 
tempt they pretended@to feel for it in 
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each, nator 

Led by its illustrous President, the 
United States has entered into this war. 
By the side of France in the defense of 
the ideals of mankind the place of 
America is marked. 

» “France, which has long recogriized 
the valor of the American soldier, cher- 
ishes the confident hope that the flag 
of the United States wil] soon be un- 
furled on our fighting line. This is 
what Germany dreads. 

“France and America will see with 
pride and joy the day khen2their sons tre 
once mote fighting shoulder to shoulder 
in the défense of liberty. The victories 
which they will certainly win will hast- 
en the end of the war and will tighten 
the links of affection and esteem which 
have ever united France and the United 
States.” 

Questions and Auswers. 

The French mission, /through the 
State Department, gave out the follow- 
ing statement, covering the questions 
asked Marshal Joffre and the greanete: 
made by him: 

“The following questions were éebed 
of Marshal Joffre: 

“Is it advisable to withdraw ameri- 
cans now on the field of battle and 
form an independent American corps? 

“Marshal Joffre said he did rot think 
it a good method to withdraw Ameri- 
cans who are at the front; it would be 
better they should be used for any units 
which might be sent to France. 


“Marsha! Joffre thinks it would be of 
the greatest importance that the Amer- 
ican flag shouid be seen in France; 
everyone would then feel that you were 
there. But this does not apply to cer- 
tain specialists, who might be especially 
wanted here; they would be useful in 
developing the training of American sol- 
diers; but in his opinion Americans al- 
ready there should stay there. He thinks 
now that the battle is raging every 
energy must be added to forces already 
fighting on the French front; and that 
is why Americans already in France are 
needed to help the fighters there. 

“Would the Marshal prefer to have 
our regulars there? 


‘Marshal Joffre considers the problem 
far too difficult to be solved without 
mature consideration. 


“The marshal was asked how long a 
period of training was necessary to 
form a new army. 


“He replied that no definite answer 
to such a question was possible. First, 
the War Office alone really knows the 
exact conditions, Second, the exam- 
ple of England may throw some light 
on the probable time it would take. 
Staff officers necessarily are only 
slowly perpared. But subordinate of- 
ficers can be trained with consider- 
able speed when such fine material 
as the English is concerned. : 
American army will probably develop 
even sooner, as it would fit by the 
experience of the British and French 
armies. If a large army completely 
equipped had to be transported at one 
time, the transportation would be a 
tremendous protiem. He wolld there- 
fore, consider it better to send unit 
by unit over at a time.

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FOOD BILLS OF 
ADMINISTRATION 
OFFERED IN HOUSE 


Suspend Law Prohibiting Mixing 
of Flour and Aim to Pre- - 
vent Hoarding. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The admin- 
istration food bills were introduced in 
the House today by Chairman Lever of 


the Agriculture Committee. They do not 
cover price-fixing or control of the use 
of grains for distilling liquors. These 
subjects will be covered in a bill to be 
introduced later. 

The bills introduced today are designed 
to stimulate production, prevent hoard- 
ing, make for @quitable distribution, and 
suspend the law prohibiting the mixing 
of flour. They contain provisions to pre- 
vent conflict with the antitrust and in- 
terstate commerce laws. 

Appropriates %25,000,000. 

The Lever bill appropriates $25,000,000 
for its enforcement and authorizes the 
appointment of two additional assistant 
secretaries of agriculture to administer 
iit. It states that it confers and pre- 
scribes powers, authority, duties, obliga- 
tions and prohibitions because of the na- 
tional emergency and to secure an ade- 
quate supply and equitable distribution 
of food for the Government and people 
of the United States and to protect them 
against injurious speculation, manipula- 
tions and controls.

VON BERNSTORFF SAID TO HAVE 
ASSAILED GERMANS IN U. S. 


Senator Phelan Says Former Ambas- 
sador Called Them “Deserters” 
Evading Military Service, : 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—Count von 
Bernstorff, former German Ambassador 
to the United States, before the war, 


spoke disparagingliy of German citizens 
in this country, saying they had run 
away from the fatherland to avoid mili- 
tary service and were ‘“‘outlaws,"* ac- 
cording to a statement today by Senator 
Phelan of California. 

The remarks of Von Bernstorff, Sen- 
ator Phélan explained, were mads in an 
interview which he had-.with the Am. 
bassador in Munich in 1913, in an effort 
to get Germany to participate in the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition, on the 
ground that Germans in the United 
States would be proud of it. 

‘“‘He immediately resented that,”’ said 
Senator Phelan, in his statement. ‘‘Much 
to my surprise, he substantially said: 
‘Do not talk about those people. We do 
not care what they think or want. They 
have deserted the fatherland. They have 
run away to avoid military duty. They 
have been false to the old traditions, 
They are outlaws.’ That was the senti- 
ment of official Germany then, as I be- 
lieve it is today,”

Harry Burreson, Victim of Boy- 
hood Accident, Has Made a 
Study of the Work. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BORDEAUX, April 15.—An American, 


with one leg off below the knee and 
the other off above the knee, is in 
charge of the French Government's 
school for teaching maimed soldiers how 
to make artificial limbs here. After 
perimenting with experts from half a 
dozen countries, including the best limb- 


makers of France, the Gqvernment has 
selected Harry Burreson, formerly of 
New York and St. Louis arid San fran- 
cisco, as the man best qualified to or- 
ganize and operate the school that will 
eventually provide all men maimed in 
the war with false members and keep 
them in repair. 

Burreson, who was born in Chicago 
and had his early education in St. Louis. 
was run over by a railroad train at the 
age of 12 years, losing both legs. After 
he was able to move about again he 
started to work in an artificial. leg 
factory. He worked out the cost of two 
legs for himself. After he had earnej 
the legs he began to experiment with 
them, seeking to improve them. He 
has obtained several patents for im- 
proved limbs and. incorporated the ideas 
into products of various Concerns by 
whom he was employed. 

Best Fitted for the Work. 

He was in Paris séllings legs for an 
American firm when the French Gov- 
ernment sought him out and asked him 
to take charge of the school it intend- 
ed to open at Bordeaux. The officials 
believed that a man wearing artificial 
legs himself would be better fitted for 
the position than a man with ordinary 
flesh-and-blood legs. 

‘It’s true, I'd rather have one-legged 
or no-legged workmen than regular 
men any time,’’ said Burreson. “Im- 
paired men put sympathy in their work; 
they realize just what it means if the 
leg doesn't fit properly and exactly, and 
they are more painstaking about the 
trifles which mean so much than any 
man who had never worn an artificial 
leg possibly could te. 

“Ty estimate that we wilil need 100,000 
artificial legs in France during the next 
few years. And I think that a large 
proportion of the ‘mutiles,’ as they are 
called, can be utilized in the manufac- 
ture of these articles. The only thing 
that hampers us is the lack of willow 
wood. There is no wood in the world 
that can match willow for making artl- 
ficial limbs, but we find it hard to get 
enough of the timber. We have plenty 
in America, and some one should see to 
it that he gets a shipment over here. 
We can use all they send.’’ 

“Pegliegs” a Mistake. 

In Burreson’s school mutilated men 
are received direct from their con- 
valescence course after leaving the 
hospital. The first thing they are set 
to work doing is making legs for them- 
selves under Burreson’'s tutelage. 
After they have made their own legs 
they are set to work in the manufac- 
ture of limbs for others who may not 
be skilful enough to work. They also 
learn ‘to make artificial hands and 
arms. Some of Burreson’s pupils 
make two legs in a week—which is 
fast work for beginners. 

‘France and all the nations are wast- 
ing lots of money in giving the

surprised what an ordinary wooden 
stump costs. It’s véry expensive, and 
the cost of it should’ be applied to the 
cost of the regular leg. After we get 
going we will try to do away entirely 
with the custom of putting a  one- 
legged man on a peg for several 
months or a year, until such time as a 
good leg is ready for him.”’ 


AMERICANS’ STATUS IN GERMANY 


Berlin Still Regards U. S. Citizems as 
Non-Neutrals. 


BERLIN, April 23, via London, April 
30.—Although the police circular order- 
ing Americans to report daily to the 


police stations and to remain indoors 
between 10 p. m. and 6 a. m. sets forth 
that Americans are to be treated hence- 
forth us enemy foréigners, officials of 
the Forelgn Office say this is true only 
in modified form. 


At the Foreign Office it is still said 
Germany nas not recognized the Ameér- 
ican declaration of the existence of a 
state of war and that, therefore, Amer- 
icans are not enemy foreigners, but 
merely non-neutrals. They point out 
the fact that the police rules with ref- 
erence to Americans are less strict than 
those applied to the English, French 
and Russians who are not interned. 
They are required to report twice daily 
to the police.

Beginning 
at the river on the south and ending 
at the river on the north, it would cut 
a cross section of our municipal life in 
all its phases—residential, industrial and 
recreational. It would connect nearly 
8 per cent of our park acreage; it would 
traverse districts in which our finest 
residences and many of our most notable 
public buildings and industries are to 
be found. The visitor to our city, in 
a trip over King’s highway would get 
an insight into all that is best in St. 
Louis. 

We would have a much needed traf-, 
fic street from north to south. 

The finished King’s highway would 
cause the proper development of wide 
areas in the city now stagnant be- 
cause of inaccessibility. 

We would add to our park system a 
considerable acreage now the prop- 
erty of the city but unless because 
undeveloped.

All this the City Plan Commission 
tells us will be ours for an expendi- 
ture of about $540,000 on the part of 
the municipality. The least the tax- 
payers can do is to “sit up and take 
notice.” He who is familiar with the 
struggles of other cities to accomplish 
less, at greater cost, will admit that 
St. Louis here has an opportunity 
that should be given serious consid- 
eration. 

Fifteen years ago—in 182—Mayor 
Wells appointed a commission to 
study the question of completing 
King’s highway from end to end. 
This commission, known as the King’s 
Highway Commission, made its re- 
port the following year. The entire 
project was to cost $2,000,0000—$6500,- 
000 of which was for necessary land. 
In 1906, a bond issue of $650,-,- 
000 was voted and the proceeds sub- 
sequently spent for this purpose, The 
land acquired, nothing more was done, 
and for years the King’s highway 
project was, to all appearances, dead. 
The ontly actual accomplishment, 
namely, this land acquisition, was 
something not generally apparent to 
the citizen, so that the people for the 
most part have given the city no 
credit for even this achievement.

PEACE TERMS DEMANDED

All the blame for the United States be- 
ing at war with Germany was thrown 
upon President Wilson by orators at a 
Socialist meeting at the Coliseum yes- 
terday. The meeting was attended by 
about 4000 persons, principally of German 
birth or lineage. The prevailing lan- 


guage at the entrances and in the lbb- 
bies before the meeting was called to 
order was German. 4 

Conscription was denounced. by thi 
speakers and in resolutions adupted by 
the meeting. It was charged that Presi- 
dent Wilson had been captured*by Wali 
street and forced to declare War upon 
Germany. The resolution demanded that 
the President present to Congress & 
message asking that body to formulate 
the terms on which a® honorable and 
lasting peace may. be declared. 

Frank P. O’Hare, circulation manager 
of a Socialist publication, had charge of 
the arrangements for the meeting, as- 
sisted by William M. Brandt, one of

Then followed another speech, and 
more bitter denunciation of the Presi- 
dent, the ‘“‘dollar patriots’ and _ the 
rmewspapers, and the chairman told the 
audience that Mrs. Kate Richards 
O’Hare, associate editor of a Socialist 
publication, had an announcement to 
make. 

“You know I made the statement at 
fhe Socialist Emergency convention in 
St. Louis that the people of St. Louis 
were not in sympathy with this war,’ 
she said. ‘“‘The newspapers are going 
to come out tomorrow and weep great 
ters because this is not a patriotic dein- 
onstration. They will say that I didn’t 
wear a flag on my breast.”’ 

She then told of a conversation with 
some unnamed Georgia Congressman, 
who had upbraided her for not wearing 
a flag, and described how she had calle.! 
him a robber and a thief who had to 
wear a flag on the outside to advertise 
his patriotism. 

“I don’t have to wear a flag on the 
outside to prove my patriotism,’ she 
said; ‘I wear it on the inside. 

“‘Now, friends, I am going to offer 
you the opportunity to buy the thing 
that tells you about this war. It is a 
book by Prof. Scott Nearing. I hope all 
the comrades will buy it. The price is 
10 cents. And as you are leaving the 
hall don't forget to stop at the literature 
desk and have our ‘experts prescribe tl.e 
book you need to buy. And never, 
friends, by any possibility believe any- 
thing you read in the St. Louis newspa. 
pers.”’ 

Collectors Sent Ont. 

The same collectors who had brought 
in the baskets filled with money were 
sent out again to sell the booklets. 
Adolph Germer of Chicago, national So- 
cialist secretary; Walter Milard of Ken- 
tucky and Joseph Cannon of New York 
already had spoken, and Walter MT. 
Mills of California was introduced to 
speak while the collectors were still on 
the floor. He refused to go ahead until 
the collectors were withdrawn, and re- 
sumed his seat on the stage. In a few 
minutes, O'Hare called off the collec- 
tors,-and Mills proceeded to make a 
fiery speech, of the same tenor as those 
which already had been delivered. 

By Police Permission. 

Germer said it was with permis- 
sion of the Chief of Police that the 
Socialists were able to exercise the 
constitutional right of free speech. 
He declared the attendance at the 
meeting amounted to a denial that 
the people are in favor of war, but 
that tomorrow the “St. Louis Capital- 
ist Press” would continue to make 
the people believe that they were in 
favor of wholesale murder. The war 
is not to defend America against in- 
vasion, he said, nor to protect the 
lives and lIimbs of American peo- 
ple, but to protect the interests of 
the commercial classes. He declared 
that neither Germany, England, nor 
any of the other warring countries 
was fighting for democracy and civil- 
ization, but for export trade to make 
more money out of commerce. 

“Those who are making money are 
not going to the trenches,” he de- 
clared. “They will leave that to the 
workers.” 

Ae asserted that selective conscrip- 
tion meant that the flower of Ameri- 
can manhood was to be send to the

Not Considered Likely That Brit- 
ish Will Attempt Capture Un- 
til Palestine Coast Is Secured. 


CAIRO, Egypt ot iprit eMifitary’ men 
here do not believe the British forces 
now in Palestine will attempt any im- 
mediate advance towards Jerusalem. 
The Holy City, they say, is for the 
present a secondary consideration. It 
is considered unlikely that the capture 
of Jerusalem will be attempted until 
all the coast region of Palestine is se- 
cured, which may take some time in the 
conditions of modern warfare. 

The strength of Jerusalem for de- 
fense is- very great. This is not due to 
her ancient walls and towers, nor to 
the trenches which the Turks have dug 
roundabout, but to the fact that the 
city lies about 2400 feet gbove sea level, 
encircled by rugged mounta’ns, while 
the few passes are in deep valleys, cap- 
able of easy defense. It was these con- 
ditions of natural strength that en- 
abled the kingdom of Judah to outlive 
that of Israel by considerably more 
than a century, that made possible the 
success of the Jewish uprising against 
the Greco-Syrians, and two centurics 
later, prolonged’ the resistance of the 
Jews against the Romans. 

Witderness Frontiers. 

Against any army advancing from 
Egypt, Jerusalem is secured by wilder- 
ness frontiers to the east and south, 
while no attack ts possible from the 
north until the Plain of Esdraelon is 
secured. The western frontier presents 
a long wall of mountain Southwest, 
the newly made military road running 
to Beersheba would present g@ long line 
of very difficult advance. 

The pass up the Valleys Es Sant and 
Es Sur, through which Antiochus V 
made a successful attack with camels 
and elephants in 163 B. C., would only 
be suitable for mountain guns, and 
could hardly be used for the malin at- 
tack. The direct routes are by Way of 
the railway through the valley of Sorek. 
a long winding way through a deep 
gorge very @asily defended, and the 
more open, but still difficult high road 
a little farther north. Probably the en- 
trance to both these valleys are well 
fortified. 


Difficulties Are Great. 

The difficulties are so great that it is 
believed a modern military expedition 
would, as has occurred several times in 
history, leave Jerusalem itself as the 
last aim of the campaign. If the ap- 
proaches on every side are captured, the 
city itself must fall; in all probability the 
Turkish army would hasten to extri- 
cate itself before the last avenue was 
closed. The fate of Jerusalem hag sev- 
eral times before this been settled in 
the plains.

COUNCIL OF FLANDERS 
ATTITUDE DENOUNCED 


Belgians Oppose Proposed Split- 
ting of Nation Into Two 
Administrative Units. 


Cerrespondence of the Associated 
Press. 

THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Apri! 10.— 
The interview of the self-styled Council 
of Flanders with the German Chancel- 
lor, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, with 
the Chancellor's proclamation of a 
forthcoming autonomous Flanders in a 
dual Belgium, is being eagerly dis- 
cussed in all its aspects in Belgium, 
Holland and Germany. 

The idea, as defined by Dr. Frans-Van 
Cauwelaert, one of the best-known 
Flemish leaders, is to split up Belgium 
into two administrative units under the 
crown—a Flemish or Netherlandish- 
speaking portion, with Brussels as its 
capital; and a Walloon or French-speak- 
ing half, with its capital at Namur. The 
German authorities, without waiting to 
see what the war may bring forth, are 
planning to put the administrative gep- 
aration into effect. 

Weuld Lose Liberties. 
The department of education has al- 
ready been split in two and the ma- 
jority of the other ministries—Justice, 
the Interior, the Department of Trade, 
Industry and Agriculture—are to be sim- 
llarly treated, one group remaining at 
Brussels and the other going to Namur. 
The ‘‘Political Department,’ which 
has the oversight of the food supply as 
carried out by the Belgian Relief Com- 
mission, will remain undivided. 
The German press argues that it will 
be comparatively easy to carry through 
the proposed separation of the Flemish 
and pe sath tei populations, the 
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lI language frontier having persisted for a 
thousand years. 

With virtually unanimous voice the 
Fiemish and other Belgian leaders in 
Holland join in mercilessly condemning 
the deputation that thus went to the 
capital of the enerfiy of their King and 
country: Several well-known Flemings 
hail the event as fortunate in that it 
reveals the nature of the “‘activist’’ 
group that has been co-operating with 
the Germans, and stigmatize their ac- 
tion as “high treason.” 

Departments Divided. 

‘‘Permanent dependence of our Flem- 
ish people on Germany would betoken 
the slow but certain loss of our lan- 
guage, our economic independence and 
our hereditary liberties,’’ declares Dr. 
Van Cauwelaert, who is a Catholic mem- 
ber of the Belgian Chamber, while Ar- 
thur Buysse, Liberal member of the 
Chamber, says: “On the day that Flan- 
ders shall again be free the Council of 
Flanders and activitism will cease to be. 
The Flemings will demand that German 
institutions shall at once disappear with 
the German commanders. The over- 
whelming mass of the Flemish popula- 
tion entertains at least as much hatred 
towards the Activists as towards the 
Germans.”’ 

Camille Huysmans, member of the 
Belgian Chamber and secretary of the 
Socialist Internationale, declares: ‘‘The 
members of the Council of Flanders are 
robodies, and represent nothing and 
nobody.’’ Only one or two isolated and 
feeble voices are raised here in behalf 
of the suggested autonomous Flanders.

The funeral of Charles Oliver Wie- 
gand, 22 years old, son of Mr. and Mrs.

Wiegand’s body was escorted to the’ 
train at Newport with full military 
honors. In the escort were several hun- 
dred Naval Reserves, 10 officers and a 
band. 

Wiegand was riding to Newport along 
the beach road with John W. Stafford 
of Muntington, L. I., Henry Stee'e, 
Chief +Gunner’s Mate Winston Johns 
of St. Louis and Chief Boat- 
swain’s Mate J. R. Leroy, all Princeton 
students, who had recently left school to 
enlist in the Naval Coast Defense Re- 
serves and who had been assigned to the 
mosquito fleet off Newport. The car 
missed the road on a turn and struck a 
telephone pole glancingly. 

The car was not overturned but Wie- 
gand and Leroy_were thrown out. Wie- 
gand’s neck was broken and his skull 
was fractured.

stung your pride and shattered your hopes. You 
think more of what your party owes you than what 


.. you owe your country. 


In the years tefore 1914, when the nations lasily 
drifted along in peace, the people of the United 
States, as a rule, gave little heed to the kind of 
men they sent to Congress. Because of that indif- 
ference the mere office seekers, the pork barrel 
scavengers, even men not competent to earn much 


. of a living any other way, were billeted to Wash- 


—Ington. A few more crafty than most, managed to 
retain their seats year after year, rose to impor- 
tant chairmanships ip Congress, and in the slug- 
gish cvrrent of politics in those days drifted into 
the positions of party leaders and lieutenants. 

Then came the world crisis. It was a furnace 
to separate the dross from the gold. In one crisis 
or “another, our Representatives and Senators 
showed their true metal The more intelligent 
people of the country were shocked to find, in so 
many instances, that communities had sent to the 
capitol as lawmakers and leaders men who lacked 
the ability to conduct a delicatessen. 

The people, hewever—the men on the farms, 
in the factories and in the shops—read and list- 
ened and learned.

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CALLING A BLUFF. 

That Chicago First Regiment chaplain whose 
jibe is supposed to have induced 45 men to enlist 
may or may not be a howling success as a theo- 
légian, but it must be admitted that he is no 
slouch as a practical psychologist.

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‘‘INTERBNATIONALS’’ AND THE WAR.

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WHAT THE CASUALTIES TELL. 

The latest list of totai German casualties gives 
the most satisfactory answer to the oft-repeated 
question: What could an American army do 
on the battlefields of Europe? 

According to the official figures given out in 
Berlin, 960,760 men were killed or died of wounds, 
512,858 are missing or captive, 63,920 succumbed 
to sickness and 2,643,428 were wounded, up tq 
April 1. While it has been stated that 90 per 
cent of the wounded recover, it is known ‘that 
puny between 60 and 70 per cent are fit for fight- 
er service again. Thus Germany, in round num- 


bers, has irrecoverably lost 2,000,000. soldiers. 

The losses of the allies, especially of France and 
Russia, are proportionately as great, no do1bt, 
but the point to be considered is this: The 2,- 
000,000 men lost to Germany are the flower and 
pick of its forces, young men, youths of stamina 
and hardiness and well-trained officers. Today 
the ranks of the Prussian Guard and the picked 
regiments of Bavaria, Saxony and Wurtemberg are 
filled with lads of 15 and landsturmers of 50. The 
Prussian Guard we read of today surrendering by 
hundreds to the British on the Scarpe is not the 
Prussian Guard of Mons and Ypres; the name is 
the same, but the personnel a ms spirit are piti 
fully different. 

A similar condition prevails in France. With- 

lout doubt the men fighting this spring are much 
older and much younger than those who crushed 
Von Kluck back to the Aisne. With Great Britain 
a different situation prevails. The men England 
is now using are probably the best she eve: had 
in France, To begin with, the casualties of the 
British have been light. In the second ‘place she 
has had two years and a half to whip the youth 
of the country into fighting shape, so that now 
she has available on the various fronts approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 men between the ages of 18 and 
45—the cream of her bellicose manhood. 
‘ Let us suppose that during the coming months 
America sends 500,000 men to the western front—

Of course, one 
should not forget to cut small slits in 
this top crust, in order that the steam 
nay escape. 

INDIVIDUAL LEMON PIES—Make a 
crust of 1 cup of flour, 4% teaspoon salt, 
% tablespoons of lard and 3 tablespoons 
of cold water, or just enough te make 
; stiff dough. Have all the ingredients 
erd implements as cold as possible. Roll 
thin and line round muffin pans with 
th paste. Beat 2 eggs very light, the 
the whites and yolks together, and stir 
into them the grated rind of 1 lemon 
and 1 cup of sugar. Add to this 1 ta- 
blespoon of butter—melted—l even ta- 
blespoon of flour stirred to a thin paste 
ir a little milk, then 1 cup of milk and 
the juice of 1 lemon. 

A tiny pinch of salt should be added 
to the sugar or to the flour. Fill the 
muffin rings or the small pans that 
have been lined with the pastry and 
bake in a moderate oven. 

If preferred, these might have an up- 
per crust, which must, of course, be 
slashed. But the pies are more deco- 
rative when covered with a meringue 
To make this meringue, beat the white 
of 1 egg ‘or 2, it depends on the num- 
ber of pies made) very stiff and stir in 
1 or 2 tablespoons of powdered sugar 
which has been quite freed from lumps. 
Arrange on the tops of the pies, when 
they are done, and return them to the 
oven to brown the meringue.

Cranberries 
may be cut in half and added to other 
ingredients and cooked slowly until ten- 
cer. 

DATE PIE—Wash, 
pound of dates in 
steim them 15 or 20 minutes in a double 
boiler—or until quite soft. Then put 
them through a sieve, add 2 eggs well 
beaten, the whites and yolks together, 
4 teaspoon salt and a dash of nut- 
meg. Bake like a custard pie and cover 
with a meringue, if wished. Plain 
pastry is best for this, and individual 
date pies are delicious. The dates may 
be cooked with 2 cups milk in double 
boiler, then strained and, after eggs 
have oeen added, baked as above. 

APPLE SAUCE PIE—Make an apple 
sauce of 6 or 8 sour apples. Sweeten 
to taste, when cooked and well mashed. 
or put through a sieve. The sauce 
should be very stiff. Add also a piece. 
of butter the size of an egg. When cool, 
pour into a deep pie plate, lined with 
plain pie crust which has already been 
baked. Whip 1 cup of heavy cream until 
stiff, sweeten and flavor with vanilla. 
Arrange this over the pie and serve. If 
‘preferred, a meringue may be subst!- 
tuted for the cream. 

This may be arranged upon a plate 
the size of the pie, browned in the oven 
and then slipped carefully off upon 
the pie, or the meringue may be put 
upon the pie at once and the whole 
set into the oven; in this case it should 
be cooled before serving. 

RHUBARB CREAM PIE—Peel and cut 
into small pieces enough rhubarb to fil] 
one cup and cook it until very soft. 
Beat into it 3 tablespoons of thick 
cream. Beat 1 egg well and stir into 
it 1 cup of sugar, 1 tablespoon of flour 
and % teaspoon of salt. Combine the 
two mixtures, beating them well, and 
add ‘a little extract of lemon or lemon 
juice. Pour into individual pie plates 
that have been lined with piain paste 
and bake. When done, cover with a 
meringue and brown in the oven. Serve 
quite cold. 

COCOANUT CREAM PIE~—Beat 3 
eggs, yolks and whites together, adding 
gradually 1 cup of sugar and 1 table- 
spoon cornstarch. Heat 3 cups of milk 
in a double boiler, stir ‘in the eggs and 
Sugar and add % cup grated cocoanut.

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The Art of Teaching 
Women as to Business 
and Business Methods 


dé os EALIZING the need for wom- 
en to understand the meth- 
ods of business and finance 
in order to look after their own af- 
fairs, the Financial Center for Women 
has been established for the purpose 
of teaching the methods underlying 
all business and financial operations 
to women of the home, wumen of lei- 
sure, women of large responsibilities, 
professional women, business women 
and club women.” So read an an- 
nouncement by Miss Elizabeth R. Wy- 
lie of New York, who has taken up 
this work of explaining the methods 
of business and finance practically 
and simply to women. 
“If women are to be owners of and 
investors in real estate, stocks, bonds, 
mortgages; if they are to look after 
their own banking interests; or, if 
they are called upon to carry on the 
business of the family, they should 
know how to safeguard their inter- 
ests,” said Miss Wylie in a recent 
interview. 
The courses of instruction which 
she has mapped out for women to 
follow are divided into three main 
groups: investments, practical bank- 
ing and accountancy. Each of these 
has many subdivisions. 
Under the first, investments, those 
who gather at this financial center 
study bonds, stocks, real estate mort- 
gages and short-term notes and learn 
how to compare various kinds of in- 
vestment securities. 
“After this foundation is laid, the 
next step is to apply the methods of 
investment to the different securities 
and so form a basis of judgment 
which will guide one in the actual in- 
vestment of money,” continued Miss 
Wylie. “Putting through an order on 
the exchange or curb, is not simply 
telephoning the broker, it is taking 
the different steps necessary, in order 
to understand the ramification of the 
workings of the exchange. The fluc- 
tuations of the market and the read- 
ing of the financial sheets have been 
passed over by many women as mean- 
ingless and valueless to them, but, 
when they realize that no p of 
the wonderful system zan be S@Har- 
ated or left out in the understanding 
of the world of business and finance. 
then they get the glimpse of the 
meaning of it all in its interrelation- 
ship and unity.” 

Under the genera! head of practical 
banking, various banking operations 
are considered, the laws governing 
checks,, drafts, notes, bilis of ex- 
change, all kinds of commercial pa- 
per, the place and work of the clear- 
ing house and the Federal reserve 
bank; also the different methods by 
which money may be borrowed: mort- 
gages, notes, discount and interest, 
and the nature of securities offered 
as collateral. 

*‘In making the choice of a bank,”’ ex- 
lained Miss Wylie, *‘a woman should 
know now the bank is run, the amount 
of business it does daily, how to an- 
alyze the monthly balance sheet and 
keep an intejligent watch of its opera- 
tions, its reserves, surplus, etc.”’ 

The third section, that of accountancy, 
includes in its first subdivision practical 
accounting, the checking up and bal- 
ancing of the bank account, and, a 
most important subject for the average 
woman, house accounting. 

The housekeeper of today is learning 
to look upon her housekeeping as a 
business to be ‘managed with the same 
care and accuracy that the man ex- 
pends upon his business. She.is learn- 
ing to take account of stock, that is, to 
make inventories of her possessions and 
their condition at regular intervals, to 
notice the changes in prices of house- 
hold commodities and food from one 
month to the next, to buy when she 
ee she can get the most for her 
moneysto keep the item of depreciation 
in house and furnishings balanced by 
wise repairs and renovations. 

‘*‘Household accounting is nothing more 
than good management, intelligently 
worked out in dollars and cants and 
expressed in profit and loss at the end 
of the week, month or year,” explained 
Miss Wylie. “In other words, it is put- 
ting the house or the home on a paying 
basis. Why should not the woman in 
every home account for her stewardship 
in the money spent, money earned, and 
money made as a profit, just as in any 
other business?
